Bucky O'Neill 
has sot himself 
up as the self constituted 
guardian 
of tho tax payois of Arizona, 
the 
sympathizing 
friend of tho "toil- 
ing masses," tho foo of capital and 
tho friond of labor. 
Whilo posing 
in thjs.capacity 
boloro tho voters of Arizona, what 
does ho havo to offer 
in anything 
that ho has over 
dono 
to 
entitle 
him 
to 
tho 
special 
distinction 
which ho assumes? 
Has 
ho over 
distinguished 
himself by any act 
of his by increasing tho revenue of 
tho county or territory, 
or by in 
any way 
adding 
to 
its wealth, 
that ho should set himself 
up 
as 
self rightous abovo all oihcrs? 
If 
so, where aro tho 
monuments 
of 
labor that ho has crcctod? 
Whero 
aro tho products which ho has 
ad- 
ded to the wealth of tho territory? 
Whore aro tho reoords of tho rove- - 
nuesno nas contributed to its 
sup- 
port?" 
Whero tho ovidenco 
of his 
toil? 
If ho 
ever 
dug from 
the 
earth a pound of ore, 
if 
he 
ever 
mado two 
blades 
of grass grow 
where only ono 
giow before, 
ho 
has left no record of it. 
Mr. O'Neill located 
in Yavapai 
county in 1883, and has practically 
boon a resident of that county ever 
since. 
Tho first entry of his namo 
on tho tax roll of tho county was 
in 1887. 
Sinco 1893 ho 
dropped 
out of 
sight entirely, 
and his namo 
has 
not appeared on tho tax roll, 
for 
any amount, although ho has 
been 
moro activo and 
vigorous 
in his 
protections 
of sympathy 
for the 
poor taxipaycr than 
cvor 
before. 
It was dining that samo year that 
ho dovelopcd into 
a 
full fledged 
appostlo ol populism. 
The 
coin- 
cidence between 
thojo 
two facts 
naturally suggests the query: 
"Is 
it 
incumbent 
on 
a 
man 
who 
preaches and advocates populism, 
and affects sympathy 
for tho tax 
payei, that 
ho 
must necessarily 
becomo a tax dodger?" 
Whilo his namo does not appear 
on tho tax 
roll. 
Mr. 
O'Neill 
has 
tho reputation of being as comsort-abl- y 
fixed at least, if not moro 
so, 
than ho has ovor been at any 
pre- 
vious timo. 
Query: 
How 
long 
would 
it 
take Yavapai county to pay 
those 
P. & A. C. B. B. bonds, of which 
Mr. 
O'Neill 
speaks, 
if all 
her 
citizens could so successfully dodge 
taxes as he? 
But let this painful side, the ex 
pressive side of tho question

and look at Mr. 
O'Ncilrs record 
as a tax eating, 
pap-suckin- g 
citizen.

But tho abovo sum docs not rep- 
resent tho entile amount which

direct from tho tax payers

civil 
business of our county

fords a handsomo revonuo to tho 
shoriff, for mileage, tho servico of 
papers, and other fees. 
Just 
how 
much this amounts to there aro no 
means of ascertaining, 
as tho 
ac- 
counts aro kopt with tho individu- 
al litigants and do not appear 
on 
tho public records. 
Some parties, 
well posted in 
such 
matters, 
and 
who 
havo 
had 
opportunitiea 
of 
knowing 
pretty definitely 
what 
this amounts 
to, places it about 
equal to tho criminal business. 
Tho principal 
item 
of 
fees 
in 
civil cases, as in criminal business, 
is mileage, and to serve papers was 
expensive to litigants, 
but 
remun- 
erative 
to tho 
sheriff 
so 
that 
the 
estimato 
that 
tho 
fees 
of 
tho 
oflico 
in 
civil 
cases 
equal thoso of tho 
criminal 
busi- 
ness, is probably 
not over stated. 
But 
in 
order 
not 
to 
do 
Mr. 
O'Neill an injustice in tho matter, 
and to place 
tho 
amount 
within 
reasonable bounds, lot it bo estimat 
ed that his fees from theso 
sources 
amount to 
20,000, which 
is only 
about 
one-hal- f 
tho amount 
receiv- 
ed from the criminal business, and 
it swells 
the agcroffato received 
for his services 
as sheriff for tho 
torm of two 
years 
to 
iCJ--845.9- 
7. 


Mr. O'Neill now prates 
glibly 
about a reduction 
of salaries 
of 
public 
officials. 
Ho 
drafted 
the 
platform 
of tho 
recent 
populist 
convention, and hero it is what 
he 
incorporated into it on that subject: 
'Wo denounce as criminally 
ex- 
travagant and wasteful, the 
man- 
ner in which tho finances of Yava- 
pai county havo beon mismanaged 
in the past, and believing that the 
compensation paid public officials 
is far in excess of tho 
compensa- 
tion received by any other class of 
labor, wo urge tho 
passago 
of a 
law by tho next legislature 
reduc- 
ing all 
official 
fees and 
salaries, 
and absolutely prohibiting tho 
not 
fees and emoluments allowed any 
county officer to 
exceed 
tho sum 
of twenty-fiv- e 
hundred dollars por 
annum." 
The gentleman has either hold 
or has sought office ever sinco 
his 
fiist 
advent 
into 
tho territory. 
Did any ono ever hear of his 
ad- 
vocating 
a 
reduction 
of salcrics 
during tho period ho was 
holding 
oflico, or has this change of heart 
not como over him since 
ho 
has 
been repudiated by tho pcoplo, and 
in tho 
hopes that 
ho 
may gain 
votes thoreby and again be helped 
into official position? 
Is thero an intelligent man who 
bclioves in his sincerity now? If ho 
; 


possesses tho sympathy ho now ex- 
presses for tho taxpayer, 
why did 
ho not turn all 
of that 
58,845.97 
back into tho 
treasury 
except tho 
net sum of 
2500 per year? 
In addition 
to this 
58,845.97, 
which ho received from tho pooplo 
of this county, ho received several 
hundred dollars moro in tho shape 
of rewards, 
tho 
exact 
amount of 
course, wo have no means of ascer- 
taining, 
but 
probably 
enough to 
swell tho total to 
00,000.00. 
But 
oven then ho was not satisfied, and 
ho sued tho county for an addition- 
al sum ot 
2,301.30. 
Whilo tho su- 
preme court 
rendered 
a decision 
adversely to him, 
and in favor of 
tho taxpayers, upon whom ho now 
so lavishly places his affection and 
sympatlry, it cost thorn tho sum of 
34J.92 to 
prevent

tracting an aggregate which would

to 
over 
00,000 
from 
their 
prckcts 
for 
his two 
j'cars' services.

county treasury by him 
as an ex- 
pert to examine 
tho books 
of the 
probate judge's office. 
By a footing of tho abovo separate 
items, it will 
be seen 
that during 
his rcsidenco 
in Yavapai 
county 
ho has drawn from 
tho taxpayers 
of tho county, directly or indirect- -
